S an F ran cisco, November 9th.—Following is tbe 
report of the Debris Committee of tbe Board of 
Trade, completed this evening : 
THE REPORT. 
The committee appointed by the citizens of San 
Fr&nchco to investigate the subject of injury to 
agricultural lands caused by debris from hydraulic 
mining, report that in their investigation, made at 
the request of the Anti-Debris Association of the 
Sacramento Valley, their attention was called by 
that association specially to the condition of things 
existing 
on 
the 
Yuba, 
Bear 
and 
Feather 
rivers, and the 
adjacent 
country, 
and their 
examination therefore has been confined entirely 
to that section of the State. Ihey began their work 
at Marysville. There they inspected tho Yuba and 
Feather rivers, and the extensive levees intended 
for the protection of that city from the inundation 
of these rivers, its condition is critical in tho 
extreme. The bed of the Yuba river along the front 
of the city has been filled up with debris to such a 
depth that it is now above the general level of its 
Btreets. Formerly there was sufficient depth of 
water along its front to float steamers of consider­ 
able draught. The whole river to the opposite bank 
has been filled with white eand, and the only 
protection tho city now hss from the annual 
inundation is by levees about fifteen feet in hight, 
constructed and maintained at an average annual 
rate of taxation for the last ten years of five per 
cent. If the debris is allowed to flow into tbe river, 
as in the past, it is certain that these leveea will 
cease to afford further protection, and the ruin of 
the city will be inevitable. At no point of their ex­ 
amination did tho committee witness a more 
STRIKING ILLUSTRATION OF THE DANGER 
Of an unchecked flow of debris into the river chan­ 
nels. This debris consists of fine muddy particles, 
held in suspension, which is known as “ slickens,” 
and coarse sand and gravel, which rolls along the 
bottom of the rivers. Tho adjacent country along 
the west bank cf Feather river, in Sutter county, 
was next examined as for down as the town of Nico­ 
laus. Along this line of seventeen miles, levees of 
immense J dimensions 
have 
been 
constructed, 
some of which have a width of 
one hun­ 
dred 
feet 
at 
the 
base 
and 
twenty 
feet 
at the top, and 15 feet in hight, for the purpose of 
protecting that pirt of the county from inundation. 
The Feather river country in Sutter county, lying to 
the west of the levee referred to, is a rich alluvial 
plain, much of which is under cultivation and cov­ 
ered with fine residences, barns and other improve­ 
ments. Over this extended plain, 011 the other 
hand, were evidences of the recent inundation to a 
considerable depth. The committee was informed 
that this overflow was caused by breaks in the 
Feather-river leveea during the winter floods of 
1880-81. They next examined the east side ol 
Feather river, in Yuba county, as far down as Bear 
river, and also the adjacent country. Evidences of 
inundation were 0:1 ever}' side, and to a depth even 
greater than on 
the west 
side 
of 
Feather 
river. 
At 
a 
point 
on 
the 
main 
road 
from Marys\ ille to Bear river there are water mark3 
on a barn standing on what is there termed high 
land, which showed a depth of about fife feet of 
water during the winter of 1830-81. Along the low 
lands on this bank of the Feather there was a de­ 
posit of white sand many feet in depth, totally 
destroying them. This was specially the case with 
a large part c>f the Millar ranch and the Mesick 
ranch, which but a few years since were under full 
cultivation in alfa.fa, crchard3 and grain. These 
fine lands are 
NOW BUT SANDY WASTE3. 
In much the same condition were the Tozicr and 
Plumas rauches. 
The houses cn these latter 
ranches, although standing on high ground and at 
some distance from the river, showed evidence of 
inundation of last winter of from five to ten feet. 
The whole condition of tho country on this bank 
of Feather river below the junction of the Yuba 
was that of dcssolr.tion. 
The committee then 
crossed Bear river about a mile above it3 junction 
with Feather river, and followed up the southern 
side 
t>* within 
ono mile of 
the 
town 
of 
Wheatland, 
at 
which 
point 
it 
is 
crossed 
by 
the 
California 
and 
Oregon 
Railroad. 
Here again was seen even more deplorable evidences, 
not only of inundation but of tho total destruction 
of the lowland3 by heavy deposits cf white sand 
debris. No language can convey an adequate idea 
of the scene presented at the Keyes and Bcnewer 
ranches. They wero represented to have been 
among the finest lands ir» the State, under full cul­ 
tivation a few yea_s since, and now they are sandy 
deserts. The residences have been raised from time 
to lime some ten feet above their original base, to 
avoid the debris avalanche, but fina'Jy they have 
been entirely abandoned, as too unsafe for human 
habitati >11. At the railroad bridge acro33 Bear 
riv.r, near Wheatland, this is repeated. The flood 
caused by filling the river bed has compelled the 
raising of the track nut lcs3 than three times, 
amounting in the aggregate to 15 feet. The com­ 
mittee next visited 
THE FEATHER RIVER AT OROVILLE, 
And found a portion of its site subject to overflow, 
chiefly from the diichargo of debris from the hy­ 
draulic mines in the immediate vicinity. 
Here 
cause and tiltct were brought into close relation, 
and this point was examined rather as illustrating 
the general problem than as entering into that un-#> 
der their present consideration. The next line ex­ 
amined was the north side of Yuba river from 
Marysville to a point where the fooUiil's begin, and 
Where the Drainage Commissioners proposed to 
erect a retaining divin, but afterward the plan of a 
brush dam some miles below was substituted. 
From Marysville to this point the Yuba has been 
leveed almost the whole distance at great cost, and 
numerous ranches along this hank have been totally 
buried in sand, among them tho famous orchards of 
Briggs and Tcegarden. Instead of the narrow and 
deep channel, with bluff banks, as in former days, 
the river bed now is a wide, shallow, sand plain, 
varying in width, from Marysville to this point, from 
one to two mile 3, entirely covered in the flood sea­ 
son by a swift current laden with furthe** sup­ 
plies of 
debris, 
to

low enough to receive them. We learn from State 
Engineer Hall that the Feather river at it function 
with the Tuba, opposite Marysville, has filled from 
bank to bauk from twenty to thirty feet, and from 
foity* to fifty feet at the site of the dam, eight miles 
above, and from one hundred to one hundred and 
twenty feet at the Smarts vil lo dumps, thirteen miles 
above, and fron thirty to forty feet at the forks of 
the river, eight and a half miles further up. Be­ 
tween these extremo points he states that 100,000 
000 cubic yards of heavy debris uow rests above 
Marysville. It appears from the same authority 
that the aggregate amount of agricultural lands de­ 
stroyed by debris in this section up to the j ear 1880 
was 43,510 acres, to which may be added the damage 
caused during! the winter of 38SC-82. Ia their 
route up the Yuba the committee examined 
THE BRUSH DAM, 
Which, although built on correct engineering plans, 
was constructed idttoo great haste on account of 
the near approach of the rainy season, and was not 
completed in accordance with the plans, the north­ 
ern 409 feet being constructed of earth, which wa3 
the first to give way when the storms began. The 
dam was about two miles in length, of which about 
1,400 feet was washed out by the flood. The re­ 
maining portion withstood the storms and retained 
a large amount of debris. Tho committee are of ! 
opinion that the repair of this dam is necessary for | 
the safety of the country below it, and the cost ia 
estimated by competent engineers at from £25,000 
to $35,090. The committee next entered on an ex- [ 
animation of 
THE CAUSE OF ALL THE DEPLORABLE RESULTS 
They had witnessed on the plains below, the special 
point being the res}K>naibility of tbe hydraulic mines 
therefor, and for that purpose examined the Yuba 
between Smartsville and North Bloomfield, and the 


principal mines which discharge their debris into it. 
These are characteristic of all the rest, as to the 
mode of work and discharge of debris. The present 
system of hydraulic mining dates from the invention 
in 1870 of the 41 Chief,” a cannon-shaped machine 
which rests on the ground and receives the terminal 
eEd of a pipe through which flows within a given 
time 50 per cent, more water than that furnished 
for the entire supply of San Francisco. By the aid 
of friction rollers it can be rapidly turned in auy 
direction, and can be managed by a boy. It projects 
an eight or nine inch stream of water a distance 
of 
300 
to 
400 
feet, and with such enor­ 
mous power as to readily move rocks weighing 
several tons. Tbe machines are called Monitors, 
and Little Giants, and several are U3ed at times in a 
single mine, and in addition to running all day, are 
operated at night by the aid of electric lights. 
Auriferous deposits from 100 to 390 feet in depth 
are wotshed down to the bedrock, and the whole 
mass of slum, sand and small rock is discharged 
through sluices, in a greater or less quantity, di­ 
rectly or indirectly, into the channel of the Yuba 
river. The reservoirs from which this water is 
drawn are situated at the foot of the Sierras, and 
ditches conducting it to the mines are in some in­ 
stances forty to seventy miles in length. Chaunels 
for the discharge debris have been excavated for 
miles in length through tho bedrock. 
The e 
works have cost very large sums of money, 
amounting to millions of dollars. 
The officers 
of the North Bloomfield, Milton, Eureka Lake, 
American, Excelsior and South Yuba Companies in­ 
formed the committee that about £12,000,000 ha3 
been expended on th t alone. The total capital in­ 
vested in hydraulic mines is estimated to be £30,­ 
000,000, and it is represented that the amount of 
gold produced annually from these mines in tiiii 
State is about one-eighth of the present aggregate 
product of the world. 
The committee passed 
through many mining villages and towns, all show­ 
ing evidences of thrift and prosperity. Comfortable 
schoobhouses were seen in every village, and the 
orchards and gardens surrounding t ’ e houses of the 
miners betokened a degree of comfoifc unusual for 
any laboring class. It was apparent that a consider­ 
able population, directly and indirectly, derives its 
support from working these mines, and their stop­ 
page, even temporarily, would entail much hardship. 
A CAREFUL EXAMINATION OF THE HYDRAULIC 
MINES 
On this ridge satisfied the committee that the fill­ 
ing of tho Yuba and the consequent inundation of 
the adjacent lands is wholly due to the debris dis­ 
charged by those mines into its upper channels; 
yet they saw enough to satisfy them that the hy­ 
draulic mines now being operated are uot entirely 
responsible for the damage done to the agricultural 
lands. Large quantities of debris were seen stored 
in ravines at various places whore no mining work 
has been done for many years past, and arc 
swept 
down 
more 
or 
less 
by the 
heavy 
mountain rains 
of 
each 
year, 
helping 
to 
swell the sand tide upon the plains below. Tho 
committee carefully examined a point on the Yuba 
river below the junction cf all its forks and Deer 
creek, where, it was represented to them, a series of 
rock dams might be constructed, which would im­ 
pound the debris of the hydraulic mine3 situated on 
those forks for many years to come. The problem 
is an engineering one, and they have the authority 
of Colonel Mendell, of the United States Engineer 
Corps, and of Mr. Hall, State Engineer, in saying 
that such dams are practicable, and will retain a 
very large proportion of the debris of those mines, 
and improve the condition of the river below. 
REPORTfi OF ENGINEERS. 
In the report of Colonel Mendell to the Engineer 
Department, under date of February *20, 1SS0, he 
estimated the cost cf a sufficient number of dams to 
impound 35,000,000 cubic 3 ards of debris to be 
§222,025. 
In the report of Engineer Hall, made in 1330, it is 
estimated th a t 44 there arc 22,326,500 cubic yards of 
material washed annually into the canyons of the 
Yuba and its tributaries by the hydraulic mines. 
About ten per cent, of this, or 2,232,650 cubic yards, 
is believed to rest in the canyons above. By reisou 
of the material being exceedingly large and heavy 
rockx», about thirty p¿r cent., or C.637,959 cubic 
yards, is bolieved to be o! such fine material that it 
will 
.be 
carried 
out 
in 
suspension, 
and 
not be stopped by the action of the dam, 
thus leaving sixty 
per cent, of 
the whole, 
or 13,305,900 cubic yard?, annually, of a character 
(sand and grave ) which will be deposited in the 
reservoir.” Eo it will be scon that to afford protec­ 
tion beyond a period of two or three 3 ears, a fur­ 
ther series of dams will be necessary. The miners 
believe this plan will be effectual, and as p oof of 
the sincerity of their convictions, express their 
willingness to construct the ncces-ary dams at their 
own expense. As to Bear river, the necessity of im­ 
pounding the debris is as great a? on the Yuba, but 
the committee have no information whether a sys­ 
tem of dams can bo applied there or not. 
TJIE TULE LAND QUESTION. 
The committee are aware that it has been sug­ 
gested that the tul o lands south cf Bear river and 
west cf Feather river can be used as receptacles for 
the deb:is cf the Bear and Yuba rivers. 
Tin’s 
would most probably help tho Sacramento river, 
but falls far short of solving the question in hand. 
The eufrty of Marysvi ie and the adjacent country 
requires that the mining debris be retained by 
proper dams as near the location of the hydraulic 
mines as ]>ract cable, so that the danger can be met 
near its source. 
Thousands cf people engaged 
in 
agricultural 
pursuits 
and 
business 
occu­ 
pation, whoBS property 13 in jeopardy, are de­ 
manding in 110 uncertain tone security against fur­ 
ther damage. The construction and maintenance 
of their levees, unsafe barriers at best, would e e 
this have exhausted their means but for the extreme 
fertility of their lands. They can stand but little 
more, and they must have relief or abandon their 
homes. Mining and agriculture arc two 


ARTERIES IN OUR BODY POLITIC, 
And neither can cease to pulsate without impairing 
its vitality. The whole State is to some extent a 
party to this contest. It cannot *ee without appre­ 
hension thousands of its citizens arrayed in two 
parties, each believing that the claims asserted by 
the other arc wholly destructive of their respective 
rights and interests. Every effort mu3t be made to 
end thi3 dispute, and the committee appeals to the 
good citizens of either side, to divest themselves of 
all extreme views, and lend their influence to a fair 
settlement of this vexed and dangerous question. 
What 13 accessary, then, is for duly accredited repre- 
sentativcs of the mining and agricultural interests 
to come together in a spirit of conciliat'on, and with 
a desire to adopt some plan by which a safe and 
speedy conclusion may be reached to protect the 
property and pursuits of both parties for all time to 
come. The committee recommend that security 
against future damage, and that speedily, roust be 
given by the miner and accepted by jbe farmer as a 
condition of his withdrawing further opposition to 
work on the mines. How that security is to be 
guaranteed, whether by a stoppage of their work, 
and for what period tuch storpage is to continue, 
are questions which can be adjudged only by a free 
conference, such as a’ludcd to. 3 he committee sin­ 
cerely trust that.by such a means a result satisfac­ 
tory to both parties may be reached. 
The committee would respectfully and earnestly 
represent that they have been deeply impressed 
with the magnitude and importance of tbe questions 
at issue, the diversity of internets aud tho impera­ 
tive necessity of an immediate concert of intelligent 
and scientific action of the parties in interest. The 
well-being and prosperity not only of the parties 
more directly interested, but of the State itself, re­ 
quire their speedy solution on some basis which 
will allow the prosecution without qor.fl.ct of the 
mining and agricultural interests. 


THE COMMITTEE’S RECOMMENDATIONS. 
The committee, therefore, having that in view, 
would rc3pcc'.fullv report as their conclusions : 
First—That all property and property right3 ought 
to be respected- and protected. 
Second—That the true interests cf tbe State re­ 
quire the promotion of both the agricultural and 
mining interests. 
Third—That the dis'harge of debri3 from hy­ 
draulic and other mines Into the river channels has 
been very destructive in its effect upon ogricult 
ural lands and to rivers and stream , and if con­ 
tinued as at present conducted and operated, will be 
disastrous to the agricultural land?, and like a lava 
stream will blast anC render dttrile and barren that 
entire section of country, blotting out its towns and 
cities, and rendering it a perfect44 Sahara.'* 
Fourth—1 hat the hydraulic mining interest, in 
which so much capital is invested, and which sup­ 
ports a very large, thrifty and intelligent class cf 
our citizens, is of great importance and magni­ 
tude, and its encouragement is not only desirable 
bat a duty, for its works would tend to benefit and 
develop the very land which it will now destroy for 
want of concerted scicn ific and judicious action 
being taken in the impounding of its debris. 
Fifth—That dams be immediately constructed on 
tbe Yuba river below the janction of Deer creek 
and at Degarre Point; also that the break in the 
brash dam on the Yuba river be at once repaired. 
Sixth—That the entire co3t of construction, main- 


ten anee and repair of proper dams for the retention 
anu storage of debris should De borne by the mining 
interest. 


Se\enth—That the Federal Government should 
be urged to appropriate tufficient means to dredge 
and otherwise improve the navigation of the Sacra- 
mcnto and Feather rivera in the interest of com­ 
merce. 


Eighth—That a’l litigation be auspendtd between 
the parties interested, as a further prosecution of 
the vexatious and expensive proceedings cannot 
afford remedv, but to convene on Thursday the 
17th day of November, 1S81; that the Anti-Debris 
Association cf the Sacramento Valley and the 
Miners' Association each appoint fifteen delegates 
for said Convention, duly authorized to act on this 
and all other subjects connected with their interests 


011 the debris question, and if in their judgment 
they deem it advisable, to select tan disinterested 
citizens of Sun Francisco, Oakland or vi.inity, as 
members thereof. This Convention will afford the 
farming and mining interests an opportunity to 
meet together and agree npon the details of a plan 
npon the basis proposed by the committee, if these 
inU 'esti desire a speedy and amicable adjustment 
of this question, rather than to exhaust their means 
and antagonize those whose best interests should 
cause them to uo-o]>orate intelligently uid dispas­ 
sionately to obtain a remedy to protect the inter­ 
ests involved. 
Ninth—That security against further damogo is 
imperative, hut whether that shall involve the stop­ 
page of the mines during the construction of the 
dams is not our province, but that of the Conven­ 
tion, to decide. 
Tenth—That in order to bring about the co-opera­ 
tion of heretofore conflicting interests, to secure a 
fair, honorable and equable adjustment of this mat­ 
ter, to adopt and carry out a speedy plan and 
remedy, to enlist the sympithy and support of the 
people of the State and its representatives, a Con­ 
vention should bo called in San Francisco, where 
they can by mutual concessions settle their differ­ 
ences in a prompt and clfnient manner. 


CONCLUSION. 
These views, the committee are aware, can have 


110 further force than as a result of an impartial ex­ 
amination, and they are impressed with the belief 
that a contest in the Courts will be tedious, ex­ 
pensive, and fail to settle the question in time to 
give relief. In years later, if that course is relied 
upon, the parties interested will, on taking a retro­ 
spective view of the situation, and considering tho 
amount expended, with the damage which could 
have been prevented, conclude that the suggestion 
the committee offered at this time, would have been 
less expensive and mere sitisfactory in its result. 
In conclusion, the committee desire to state 
that many facts coinected with 
this subject, 
and 
submitted, 
have 
uot 
been 
referred to, 
being 
the 
principal 
aim 
and 
desire 
of 
thq 
committee to 
conduct the examina­ 
tion aud to report thereon with a view to 
harmonizing, as far as practicable, the feeling natu­ 
rally engendered on botli sides, and to endeavor to 
bring about a concert of action lor mutual protec­ 
tion in tho future. The committee wero impressed 
with the opinion that an intelligent consideration cf 
this subject by representatives of the parties inter­ 
ested, who possess an intimate knowledge cf the 
evils and the imperative necessity for a remedy, 
would tend to a practical, peaceful and beneficial 
solution, alike creditable to them and to the people 
whom they will represent.

TEE ELECTIONS. 


The November elections have been ac­ 
companied by comparatively little interest 
and excitement. Everywhere there is the 
same report cf apathy and a light vote. In 
New York the Democrats appear to have 
carried the day. It does not yet appear 
whether they were aided by the “ stalwarts,” 
bnt the presumption is that the latter did 
not put themselves to any trouble over the 
campaign. In Virginia the Readjnsters 
claim a victory, and they certainly ought 
to have woa it in the triangular contest 
which had been waged, since they had suc­ 
ceeded in making a fusion which gave 
them nearly two to one. This promises to 
bring Mahone into still greater prominence, 
and therefore it is a misfortune. In Mas­ 
sachusetts the Republicans have re elected 
Governor Long. The.new s from Penn­ 
sylvania is not yet sufficiently full to in­ 
dicate the result, but it is plain that Wolf, 
the Independent candidate, polled a large 
vote. In Illinois the Republicans only 
elected part of the State ticket, owing to 
the general indifference. In Connecticut 
Republican gains are claimed. Wisconsin 
appears to be in doubt. In Mississippi 
the Democrats, as usual, carried their 
ticket, the negroes for the moat part not 
voting, though it is not stated that they 
were in any way intimidated from going 
to the polls. Maryland went Democratic, 
e.s a m atter of course. In New York the 
defeat of Tammany was in incident of the 
. fight, and local papers, with characteristic 
shortsightedness, are already predicting that 
Tammany will never recover. The fact is 
that organization encountered heavier de­ 
feats twenty-five or thirty yaara ago than it 
lias had ever since, and yet it did not die. 
The general showing of the November 
elections is that the people cannot be got 
out to vote unless there are some exciting 
national questions on the itpis. They pre­ 
fer to stay at home or out in- the field, at­ 
tending to their business. 
Twenty-five 
per cent, of absenteeism is raid to be the 
average, even in the most intelligent com­ 
munities, bat in “ off” years the absentees 
iu many parts of the country number 
nearly fifty per cent, of the voting popu­ 
lation. Nor is this a matter for grave 
concern. 
The popular instinct generally 
discovers when it is safe to stay away from 
the polls, and when it is necessary to at­ 
. cm them, and probably on the whole the 
amount cf voting done represents the 
average enlightenment of the country very 
fairly.

A HEW KIND OF STCKY. 


THE 
PRISON REFORM 
CONVENTION. 
A convention for the discussion of 
Prison Reform is in session at San Fran­ 
cisco. Assemblages of this kind have been 
frequent in the United States, and in the ^ 
European Prison Congresses the American I 
delegates have always been fully abreast 
of tire freshest penological science. So 
far as theory goes this country has perhaps 
outstripped Europe in prison reform. And 
yet the ugly fact remains that in the 
application of these reform doctrines 
America is undeniably behind the rest of 
the world. The explanation of this seem­ 
ing anomaly is not difficult, however. In 
the United States everything that comes 
within the reach of political manipulation 
is thenceforth administered on the sordid 
and disastrous principles of the “ spoils 
“ system.” Thu3 our prisons are looked 
upon as among the spoils of partisan war­ 
fare, and the offices connected with them 
are filled by men who are appointed 
because of their political claim3, and 
in total disregard of their fitness 
for the places. 
There is no position 
which requires special training and 
fitcess more imperatively than that of 
a prison officer. It has been agreed by all 
the ripest students of penology that prison 
officers ought to receive a special educa­ 
tion. Yet here, in this so-called enlight­ 
ened country, the people are content to 
have the prisons managed by men who are 
entirely ignoraut of the duties they should 
perform, and who not only possess no in­ 
terest in their work, but are certain to be 
turned out before they can become accus­ 
tomed to it. Dr. Wines, in his “ State of 
Prisons,” observes: “ Tne two master 
“ forces which have hitherto opposed and 
“ still oppose the progress of prison discip- 
“ line and reform in onr country, are polit- 
“ ical influence and instability of adminis- 
“ tration, which stand to each other in the 
“ relation of canse and effect.” 
The same author thought that the pro­ 
visions of our new Constitution in regard 
to the government of the Stale Prisons were 
deserving of all praise. He said : “ It is 
“ difficult to see how, in a Government 
“ ’ike ours, prison management could be 
“ more effectually removed, on paper, from 
“ the domain of party politics. It remains 
“ only that the execution be carried out in 
“ the spirit of the theory with intelligence 
“ aud vigor.” These observations are 
quoted in the report of the late Special 
Commission on the Prisons of the State, 
and the Commissioners proceed to Bhow 
that the Constitution ha.» been made a dead 
letter ; that partisanship continues to gov­ 
ern the prisons, in the teeth of the law ; 
that the direct and unambiguous mandates 
of the organic law are spurned and set 
aside by the Prison Directors ; that, to 
quote their own language, “ the whole 
“ prison administration has been thrust 
“ back into the political groove, and every 
“ purpose of reform indicated in the new 
“ Constitution has been stifled and aborted.” 
They further declare it to be their be­ 
lief tiiat “ it is impossible that any 
“ reformatory system should be introduced 
“ to the State Prisons while this paralyzing 
“ political influence is permitted to con- 
“ trol the administration. It is, however, 
“ equally clear that if tbo plain letter as 
“ well as spirit of the Constitution can be 
“ ignored and violated, the mandates of 
“ the organic lsw are useless to remove 
“ abuses or to promote reform.” These 
forcible statements, together with a mass 
of the most damaging testimony against 
the present Board of State Prison Directors, 
were laid before the Governorseveral months, 
ago. And cn Tuesday evening he made a 
speech before tho Prison Reform Conven­ 
tion, in which, after acknowledging the 
value aud force of the conclusions of the 
Special Commission, he “ hoped to see the 
“ many reforms they 
had suggested 
“ adopted by the present Prison Managers.” 
W hy should Governor Perkins express 
that hope ? Is there any likelihcod that a 
Board which has now had the strongest 
reason to conclude that it is privileged to 
play football with the Constitution aud the 
laws, and which is actually in the position 
of being retained in office after having been 
convicted of lawlessness and wrong-dr-ing 
by a Commission specially appointed to 
investigate the whole matter, will think 
itself under obligation to do anything but 
what it chooses to do ? The present prison 
management is bad. It has been found 
bad by an impartial and trustworthy tri­ 
bunal. In spite of this condemnation it is 
maintained ia office. And after it has thus 
been indorsed in the face of all the evi­ 
dence, Governor Perkins expresses a hope 
that it will adopt the reforms suggested to 
it. Truly the Governor is an optimist, but 
such confidence as lie evinces is assuredly 
doomed to be betrayed. No reform wa3 
ever yet accomplished by condoning cor­ 
ruption aud lawlessness. No reform was 
ever had by asking it as a favor from incom­ 
petent officials. Until far other methods are 
adopted there will be no prison reform in 
California, and because this is as clear as the 
sun at noonday we do not anticipate any 
practical good from the Prison Reform 
Convention now in session. 
We have no sympathy with those who 
plav fast and loose with great questions. 
We will not pretend to believe that there 
is hope of reform wheu ail the evidence is 
against any such expectation. We know 
what the present Board of State Prison 
Directors is, and wo anticipate nothing 
from it but a continuance of the conduct 
which secured its condemnation. Nor is 
it rational to spend time in discussing 
ways and means of reforming criminals so 
long as the nine qua non of reform—the 
elimination of politics from prison manage­ 
ment—appears thus unattainable. 
The 
Record-Uxión lias battled for prison re­ 
form twelve years, but it has reached the 
determination to waste no more energy 
upon the subject so long as it is impossible 
either to shame or argne our politicians 
into decency, and so long as it is impossible 
to awaken the people to a sense of the in­ 
dignity and disgrace fastened upon them 
by the rapacity, lawlessness, unfaithful­ 
ness and mendacity of their agenta in office. 


citizens. Their presence ia the regiment, 
their military capacity, their entire sur­ 
roundings, ia short» are the results of the 
operation of American laws upon Amer­ 
ican citizens.

The 
practice of shuffling off accountabilities 
by setting up the plea that such-and-such a 
thing was done by “ foreigners,” when it 
was really done by American citizens of 
foreign birth, is a very familiar one, bnt 
for all that it is “ more honored in the 
“ breach than in the observance.” It tends 
to make native-borii Americans less careful 
than they would otherwise be oL the 
methods by which citizenship is acquired, 
for it suggests an easy way of avoiding re­ 
sponsibility for the more disagreeable con­ 
sequences of premature naturalization. If 
every American-born citizen realized that 
the national honor was exposed to injury 
and insult by tho ill conduct of foreigners 
who had not lived long enough in the 
country to understand its institutions, they 
would soon realize the necessity of a reor­ 
ganization of the naturalization laws, and 
what is more they would agitate the m at­ 
ter until they had obtained the change they 
wanted. There is therefore no good end to 
be gained by evading the unpleasant truth 
that the State or the country Í3 accountable 
for the doings of its citizens, no matter 
what their origin, and we trust that our 
esteemed correspondent will pardon us for 
declining to modify or retract anything we 
have heretofore said about the Ninth Mas­ 
sachusetts Regiment.

The story of the collision between whites 
aud blacks cn election day in Mississippi 
appears to present a novel combination. It 
is stated that the whites were unarmed, 
and that four of them were shot and killed 
by the negroes.

Prospecting U nknow n Stream s. 
V ictoria, November ‘J h.—The steamer 
Grappier arrived from Wrar.gell aud way 
ports Monday evening. Johu Walsh, Gov­ 
ernment Prospector, is among the passen­ 
gers. Mr. Wal-k aild bis party started off 
in two directions. After getting well up the 
Skeena river, in order to get over the larger 
district of country, each detachment wa3 
snpplird with ludían help. They examined 
thoroughly all the northeast branches of this 
river, prospecting every stream coming in 
from that directii»-. 
The country there i> not a grid-bearing one 
to any extent. The p rty then struck over a 
low divide, not more than ton miles across, 
to the streams emptying into the Findlay 
branch of the T-ace river. 
This section of the Province has the ap­ 
pearance of being much more likely to pro­ 
duce gold in paying quantities. Slate and 
quartz were found in abundance, and small 
prospects were obtained in many places. 
Samo twenty-five or thirty streams were vis­ 
ited and named in what is called the Bear 
Lake region. By the time the party reached 
those streams the season w:s far advanced, 
and time would not admit of a very thorough 
examination. 
The mountains are bare of vegetation, but 
the valleys are open aud grassy and particu­ 
larly free from fallen thick timber. In this 
reepect the prospectors were not hindered in 
the least in their movements. Moose, cari­ 
boo, bear, grouse, and other kiud of game, 
were found in the greatest abundance, it be­ 
ing no uncommon thing to have a couple of 
cariboos iu camp at the same time. Fish 
also were wonderfully plenty. Before going 
even to the streams emptying into the Find­ 
lay, the party penetrated fully 350 miles into 
the interior of the country. 
The prospectors are fully of the opinion 
that placer diggings will be found on the 
tributaries of the Findlay, and that a season 
spent in that section would develop a mining 
vegion that would pay, if not largely, at least 
good wages. Timber, although not abundant 
enough to be troublesome, Í3 yet to be found 
in sufficient quantities for all purposes. Grass 
is in greatest profusion aud covers all the val­ 
leys and far up the sides of tho mountains. 
In fact, nothing appears to be wanting to 
supply the wants of a mining population if 
gold can be found in payiug quantities, and 
every member of the party is of the opinion 
thr.t’this is only a question of time, and a lit­ 
tle mote persevering explorations.

A m e ric a n a s11 de vil-driving,' closed in C hina­ 
tow n yesterday m orning a t about 4 o’elcck 
w ith g reat pom p and deafening din of bom bs, 
firecrackers and a hideous am ount of Chinese 
classical 
m usic, brought- 
fo rth from the 
various im plem ents of m usic peculiar to the 
Celestials. 
A t about 10 o'clock yesterday 
foren:on th e last touches of th e d em o tstra- 
ti-jn were celebrated 1>7 burning th e paper 
horse, w hich w as done upon th e street iu duo 
forra and cerem ony under direction of th e 
priests and am id ehouting i f ihe surrouuding 
crowd, th e incantations of th e pries!» and 
th e beating of m usical strains, w hich beat 
an y thing for discord, terrestrial or beneath.31 
A v isit to th e rude q u arters w here these 
cerem onies w ere iu progress, accom panied by 
n e in tellig en t Chinese in terp reter iu the per­ 
son of L em C hung, enabled the gleaning of 
som e interesting facta as to th e ideas and be­ 
liefs entertained by those who engage in these 
appeasing dem on.-tratious. 
T he interpreter 
states th a t th e term “ devil-driving” used by 
A m ericans does not convey tbe proper m ean­ 
ing of the festival, and th a t it is rath er sacri­ 
ficing to devils th an driving them , for during 
the five days and nights in which this dem on­ 
stratio n is in progress the devils, or evil spir­ 
its, are supposed to be surfeited w ith the best 
food aud drinks th a t can be set before them , 
and th a t this is so effectually done, and th eir 
favor eo firm ly secured, th a t they will^cease 
to m olest any of tho faithful subjects and be­ 
lievers in the iuols for a year to come. 
A t 
least it w ill come so near this th a t th e priests 
can procure im m unity from .further annoy­ 
ance through appealing to the idols, wnich 
th ey can be procured to do a t any tim e upon 
a sufficient donation m ade to the priest in 
good things to eat and drink, and some 
mous y— 
of w hich tho priests L*y bo foro 
these heathen gods, and as these presents 
alrhays disappear, aud w ithout the priest»' 
knowledge, of course, the eatables are eaten 
by the idols and the m oney Í3 placed by them 
in th eir w aistcoat pockets. 
T he two im iges m ade of paper, and about 
th e size of an ordinary mira, w hich flanked 
the fro n t entrances, and before whom were 
burning tapers, am idst a good supply of 
cooked rice, verm icelli and otner eatables, 
and cups of tea, were described by th e guide 
and interpreter to be superintendents, havi- 
ing 
charge 
of dispensing 
th e 
refresh­ 
m ents 
to 
the 
devils, 
which 
are sup­ 
posed 
to 
be 
hovsriag 
around. 
A cau­ 
tious * placard is 
placed 
over 
these 
dis­ 
pensers1 heads, in Chinese characters, w hich 
suggests to the devils n o t to e a t and drink so 
m uch as to h u rt them selves. 
T his shows 
th a t th e devils can read Chinese, for they say 
th- =e incriptions are read by th e devils a3 they 
com e up to eat. 
T he image betw een the tw o front doors was 
described as representing the F in a l Judge, 
and is intended to m ake th e w orshipers 
thoughtful and serioU3 as they pa.ss by to do 
hom age to th e idols w hich are arranged in 
rows in th e rear portion of th e tem porary 
tem ple. 
T he tw o g ian t im agea which stand 
nearly 
ten 
feet 
high 
a t 
th e 
right 
and 
left 
upon 
the 
inside, are guardians 
of th e peace, and 
th eir presence 
is 
ex­ 
pected to be am ple to p rev en t or overcome 
any disturbance w hich m ay occur during the 
tim e of sacrificing to th e r&tanic m ajesties. 
A 3 a m ark of th eir au th o rity one had a foot 
resting upon n leopard, and th e other was 
crashing a scorpion in his stately tread . 
To 
m ake them m ore im pressive, th eir eyes, which 
are hideous enough upon general principles, 
are fixed upon pivots, w ith m ice placed inside 
for th e purpose th a t as the mice m ove the 
eyes w ill tu rn upon th e pivots, and as was 
explained, give them “ a lifelike expression.” 
U pon each side of th e room , arranged in 
groups and cases, w ere sixty to eighty im ages 
standing or sittin g as arranged, and w hich 
the in terp reter stated w ere not idols, as gen­ 
erally supposed by the A m erican people who 
visit the festival, but represent- the noted an ­ 
cestors of th e Chinese, whom th ey point beck 
to as th e great and fam ous mc-n of th e E m ­ 
pire.

N o t th e least im p o rtan t p a rt of th e para­ 
p hernalia necessary to successful w ork in 
this festival and the w ork of sacrificing to the 
devils is the paper.horse before referred to 
an d his g allan t r ider.

Further Returns from the Contests 
in the East.

Mew Y o r k . 
New York, November 9th.—MeKeon, for DUIrict 
Attorney in this city, has an overwhelming majority. 
The Democrats have elected «*.:•: of the seven State 
Senators, and seventeen of the twenty-four Assem­ 
blymen. The indications are that the regular Dem­ 
ocrats have secured six of the District AlJermen, 
the Republicans securing seven and Tam man}' only 
three ; and that the Republicans have succeeded in 
electing their Marine Court Judges. Most of the 
Democratic candidates for Civil Justices have been 
elett-jd, including Norton, Campbell, Clancy and 
McGown. 
Albany, November 9th.—The Argus editors at 
noon to day claimed the Democratic State ticket by 
2.000 majority, though, owing to Carr running 
ahead of the ticket, he may be elected. They say 
the Senate is a tie and the Assembly in doubt. 
Thu Evening Journal says that the Senate is a 
tie and the Assembly has two Republican majority. 
They claim the election of Carr by about 2,000, and 
consider the remainder of the State ticket, except 
Husted probably, is elected. 
The Republican Congressmen in the Twenty- 
second and Twenty-seventh Districts are elected.

W ashington, November 9ih.—The Com­ 
missioner of the General Land Office, in his 
annual report, makes the following interest­ 
ing comments on the subject of Government 
timber lands : 
The existing provisions of the 
law permitting citizens to fell and remove 
timber on the public lands for mining and do­ 
mestic purposes, as found iu the A ct of June 
3, 1878, are, in my opinioD, very defective. 
The only lands on which cutting is author­ 
ized are the mineral lands, which are to a 
great extent undefined, and necessarily must 
so remain. 
Second, large quantities of tim ­ 
ber are absolutely necessary for the develop­ 
ment of the mines. 
W here said A ct author­ 
izes the cutting thereon of tim ber for other 
purposes, the purchaser of a mining claim has 
as much, if no: greater, need for tbo timber 
thereon as the agriculturist, and the trans­ 
portation of tim ber to the mines from a dis­ 
tance is very expensive. 
Third, the law fur­ 
nishes uo relief to such as reside a t a 
distance from 
such 
lands. 
The situa­ 
tion 
is 
practically 
th is : 
The 
settlers 
on lands 
devoid 
of 
tim ber need 
tim ­ 
ber for fuel and building, etc. 
V ery fre­ 
quently they cannot gat it except from the 
public lands, if they get it legally ; still they 
will take it, and when taken solely for said 
purposes it is under circumstances which 
largely m itigate the technical legal offense. 
W hile parties who steal the public timber 
ior speculation and profit deserve every pun­ 
ishment, those who use it solely for home 
purposes under sucli imperative necessities 
as those mentioned should have their privi­ 
leges accurately and reasonably defined. 
I 
deem the enactment of a law which will ac­ 
complish this end to bs very desirable and in 
the public interest. 
. 
Commissioner M cFarland says with regard 
to private land claims in the Territories of 
Arizona and New Mexico and tho^ State of 
Colorado : “ I feel disinclined a t this time to 
recommend any sptciSe plan for the adjust­ 
ment of said claims, whether a Commission
